1. PRECEDING CABLE SENT ITEM BROADCAST BY RADIO SIERRA 
LEONE ON LATEST MESSAGE FROM AMIN. WHILE I HAVE NOT 
SEEN EXACT TEXT, REPORT WOULD SUGGEST THAT MESSAGE BY 
CONTENT AND TONE RAISES SERIOUS QUESTION WHETHER WE CAN 
USEFULLY CONTINUE RELATIONS WITH AMIN. SUGGEST FOR 
CONSIDERATION INSTRUCTING KEELEY INFORM ETIANG MESSAGE
